Zion City May Soon be 


the Scene of Inter- 


nal Strife 


BESET BY GRAVE PERILS 


-Perfect City* Hu Witaeued Scr- 


loos Rioting and People 


are Desperate. 


Zion City, Ills., March C.—The roll 


of a muffled drum, the peal of the 
great bell in the tabernacle and a 
hasty gathering of the faithtui may 
bring Xioii City—the perfect city of 
John Alexander Dowie and his succes- 
sor, 
\Vilbur 
Glenn 
Voliva — into 


armed insurrection against the state 
of Illinois, or may precipitate armed 
•civil war among the believers iu the 
prophet. 


Two grave perils beset Zion City and 


her half starved people iu a rage, ur«- 
desperate. The first peri! is the order 
of the state board of health to vacci- 
nate every person in the city; an order 
the Zionites have voted to "resist to th'' 
death." The second is the internecine 
strife that is going on within the ranks 
of the Zionists and that has already 
led to her serious 
rioting on the 


streets of the home of the prophet and 
the stationing of armed guards to pre- 
vent an outbreak on the part of the ill- 
dependents. 


Zion City is divided into two fac- 


tions, one of which, headed by Wilbur 
Glenn Voliva is for following the rigid 
rules laid down by Prophet Dowie. 
These included the prohibitions of the 
sale of cigars, cigarettes, oysters, soda 
water, pork, drug and prevent dancing 
and any form of lighter amusement. 


The independent faction, 
on 
the 


other hand, favor more relaxation for 
the people. Two years ago the inde- 
pendents won in the election and sin--e 
then cigars, cigarettes, pork and drug.- 
have been sold within the city. 


Last week Voliva secured by pur- 


chase in the courts, the control of Zioa 
City. 
Immediately he posted an im- 


mense sign which read: 


"Zion City, The Perfect City—Xo to- 


bacco, no whiskey, no beer, no the- 
atres, no doctors, no drugs, no pork, 
no oysters. A Clean City for a Clean 
People." 


Then gathering r.on of the faithful 


about him. he paraded the streets of 
Zion and was attacked by the 
Inde- 


pendents. Several heads were smashed 
in the subsequent riot. 


Last night two giant negro Zionists, 


armed 
w:th 
Winchesters 
guarded 


Voliva's 
sign 
and today four men 


similarly armed, took their places. 


At a meeting in the tabernacle pre- 


sided over by Voliva the faithful de- 
cided to take matters into their own 
hands. 


The order of the siate board of 


health ordering every person in the 
city vaccinated was read. It was de- 
cided to resist the order to the last. 


"We will suffer imprisonment anrl 


even death before we will let the au- 
thorities vaccinate us." declared 
the 


Zionists. 


The meeting agreed to station an 


armed guard in the tabernacle with a 
drum. 
The anpearance of the state 


authorities to vaccinate the Zionists 
•will be the signal for the boating of 
the drum and the Zionists ar*> ihore- 
,npon to appear at the tabernacle arm- 
ed guards wer<» also tolled 
off 
to 


guard Voliva's house night and day 
and giant negroes with Winchester* 
have taken up their station. 


In an interview today Voliva de- 


clared these guards would be main- 
tained until the city elect-on of Apri 
]«, when the faithful declare they wH 
defeat the Independents.

It 
las been ascertained that it wll re- 
quire a constitutional majority, or 60 
votes. 10 oust the Republicans from 
Hamilton county, whose contested 
seals are at the bottom of the trou- 
ble. Those in favor of the ouster can- 
not muster that many supporters so 
heir resolution. In fact, this is ad- 
mitted frankly by them. The 
con- 


;pstees have played their cards w«-ll. 
They are popular with many of the 
Democrats whose bills they have dis- 
creerly supported anj whose 
social 


ide they have appealed to. Strong 
personal friendships have been made 


that resist the attack of partisan ap- 
peals. 


Then, again, there are many tip- 


state Democrats who hold the belief 
that Cincinnati's citizens owe it to 
themselves to throw off the conditions 
of which complaint is made, quoting 
liberally from the old saw teat "God 
helps those who help themselves."

vember 1. 1910, and continued for thr-e 
weeks 
It consisted of a ppvf-re phyi-i- 


cal examination and the mental ^ - 
animation, which consisted of higher 
mathematics, surveying, coi^titu'ion- 
al law-, international law and a nun.b^r 
of other subjects. The examination in 


tactics was practical, in which 


the candidates were required to take 
command of a company on the field.

days later. 


The "Army and Navy Journal" says 


that the examination was the highest

The announcement of the result of 


the examination made by the War De- 
partment oa February 15, and the com- 
~misStoTi"dale from February 11. Mr. 
Carlock received bis commission on 
Monday, February 27, as second lieu- 
tenant, and immediately mailed his 
acceptance. 


Mr. Carlock's commission is a signal

own ability, but for the training he re- 
ceived at Denison. It is thought, in 
consideration of his excellent stand- 
ing in his studies at college, that pos- 
sibly some arrangement can be made 
whereby he will be able to receive his 
diploma.

bineers in Xaples, belongs the credit 
of having secured from one of th* 
Camorrists a confession 
which will 


figure in the case of the 41 alleged 
members of the Camorra soon to be 
tried here for the murder of Gennaro 
Cuoccolo and his wife. 


While the best Italian detectiTea 


were at work on the case, by order of 
King Victor Emmanuel, Capezzuti 
disguised himself successively as a 
coal heaver, a porter and a "peasant, 
and mixed with the worst 
of 
the 


criminals, soliciting the honor of be- 
coming a member of the Camorra. 


Among his most intimate crimin- 


jal friends there was one who, when- 
j ever the Cuoccola affair was mention' 
led, was wont to smile and say, "My 
.dear companion, the police and jus- 
tice are mistaken. I know al! about 
the matter." 
I 
However, he refused to go further, 


and the marshal, betraying only lnt>* 
i interest, would say indifferently, "Oh 
' really? 
Tell ms about it." To this 


the same answer would be made al- 
ways: 


"Xo, my friend, it is not yet possi- 


- bte for me to say. 
The oath of 


' society binds me. When you 
.taken it you will know all."

So Capezzuti bided his time and 


I gradually gained an ascendancy over

|T was a very beautiful deed for those who are putting the stained 


glass windows in the cathedral at Liverpool In honor of notable 
women to place one to the memory of Christina Rosetti and all 
sweet singers. It is a recognition not only of this sweet singer 


herself, but of the value of beauty in life. These windows commem- 
orate women in all walks of life who hare in one way or another fur- 
thered the good of mankind. 
And in including Christina Rosetti they 


are honoring not only the woman, but her gift of song which, has 
gladdened and beautified life. 


Christina Rosetti, as every one knows, came of a remarkable family. 


Her father and brother were men eminent in letters and art. So that 
Ehe grew up in an atmosphere that made writing poetry seem the nat- 
ural thing. But in this window to her memory, not only is she honored 
but so also are all sweet singers. It is what these singers stand for 
In the world that Is commemorated as well as the individual. So that 
the singer who does not work in so congenial an environment as Chris- 
tina Rosetti should nevertheless cling to her ideals and voice her song, 
for the world is in need of it.

*a:d thev w.-.n'.d never, never buy the tea. 
It was »K the IGth of December, 


in the year 177::. The meotiss; lasted aM day. It was a short day. and e-reninc 
caoie early. The people v.-cre stii! talking :-.'.KUt the king aud the tea ar.d the 
three ships wbich ha-.l brought the tea from Eusrland, when suddenly they 
heard a sound Use Indian? whooping. Then about nfty men dressed like In- 
dians, but real'y white mec. appeared and led the crowd to the wharf to 
•which the ships were tied. 
Everything became quiet while the men dressed 


like Indians went oa board the ships, to.^k out the chests of tea. broke them 
open and poured t!:e tea into the water, so that it wns spoiled and no one 
eonid use it. That is caned the great "Boston tesi party.' 


"In other cities also the people refused to take the tea. Some of the ships 


reached Charleston, but the people would not let the captain of the ships offer 
the tea for sale, although be was able to get the tea chests ashore. He had to 
I>ut the chests into cellars, but the cei'.ars were damp, and the tea spoiled. 


"At Xew York and Philadelphia the people -would not even let the tea be 


landed. Of course when the news reached England the king and his men were 
rery angrr. They called the Americans harsh names for spoiling tbe tea. 
Less tfaua two rears afterward the war commenced which freed this country 
from England."

they shall not plant and another eat." 
Additionally we read. "They shall not 
labor in vain nor bring forth for trou- 
ble." 
Further we read that then the 


-Wolf and the lamb shall feed togeth- 
er and the lion shall eat fodder like 
the bullock." 
No Spiritual Sheep, Oxen. Wolves, Etc. 


No end of confusion has been cre- 


ated by the intent of well-meaning 
people to apply these prophecies as 
the reward of the Church in heaven. 
Nothing in the Scriptures warrants us 
In thinking that there will be spirit- 
ual., heavenly sheep and oxen, wolves 
and lions, vines and houses, planting 
and building. Those who reject the 
clear Bible teaching respecting a Mes- 
sianic reign of righteousness cannot 
understand the Bible at all. 
Not a 


single passage of* the Old Testament 
tells of heavenly hopes or promises- 
Only a few of them teach heavenlr 
things at all. aud then indirectly. 


As. for instance, in the types of the 


Old Testament the garments of the 
High Priest, glorious and beautiful, 
symbolize, we believe, the heavenly 
grandeur, honors and glories of Mes- 
siah during the period of His reign. 
Similarly God's promise to Abraham 
declares that His Seed. His posterity, 
shall be as the stars of heaven and 
as the sands of the seashore. Noth- 
ing in this statement would necessa- 
rily teach a heavenly state or condi- 
tion. Only by the aid of the New Tes- 
tament and the Holy Scriptures' illu- 
mination can we see that two Seeds 
of Abraham are distinctly referred to. 
the stars indirectly implying the Spir- 
itual Seed, while the sands of the sea- 
shore refer to Abraham's Natural 
geed. As it is written. "I have con- 
stituted Thee a father of many na- 
tions"—lik-s unto God. 


So the Spiritual Seed of Abraham is 


now being developed. \Vitb its com- 
pletion this Age will end. and the Nat- 
tiral Seed of Abraham will return to

Hundred-Year Old Children. 


Centenarians of the present time are 


few. and they by no means are like 
children. Usually they are wrinkled and 
haggard. We are to remember, how- 
ever, the Bib!e record that !«<-veral of 
the earlier members of Adam's race 
lived nine hundred years, or nitber. 
th«'y were more than nine hundred 
j-ears in coming fully under the sen- 
tence against sinners—"By one man's 
diRobedienec sin entered 
into 
the 


•world, and death as a result of sin: 
and thus death passed upon all men. 
be-.-ause all are sinners (Romans v. i2i. 


Gradually, and especially since the 


flood, when a great change took place 
in our cosmogony, human longevity 
tins decreased, while mental, moral 
and physical ailments have increased. 
Several of Adam's children did not 
have their first born child until after 
they were a century old. In confirma- 
tion of this, and correspondingly in 
contradiction of the Evolution theory. 
we find that the Ancipnts were strong- 
er than we. mentally as well as phys- 
ically: for they intermarried brothers

.Messiah's Kingdom is to dominate 


llie earth for a thousand years, wich a 
view to blessing Adam aud all of his 
posterity — with a view to uplifting 
liii'tn from sin and degradation and 
death. 
The uplifting influences will 


bejdu at oiice, following the great time 
of trouble with which the Kingdom 
will be iii:!U£untted. The judgments 
of the Lord will **» abroad in the 
earth and the inhabitants of the world 
will learn righteousness. 
None shall 


longer need say to his neighbor or his 
brother. "Know thou the Lord; for all 
shall know Him. from the least unto 
the greatest of them," for ''the knowl- 
edge of the Lord shall fill the whole 
earth" (Jer. xxxi. 34; Isaiah xi. 9). 


Whoever, then, by obedience to the 


laws of the Kingdom will avail himself 
of the biessed privileges of Kestitu- 
tioii (Acts iii. 1JI-21). will not only be 
helped upward out of mental, moral and 
physical imi>erfeetion. step by step to- 
ward perfection, but, so long as he 
progresses, he may live— clear down 
to the end of that blessed thousand 
years. If we had never seen trees: if 
our own experiences had been with veg- 
etation such as perishes within a year, 
we might have difficulty in l>elieving 
some one who would tell us of baring 
seen trees centuries old. Such a state- 
ment would seem as unreasonable to 
us as to tell us that humanity could 
live for a thousand years or forever. 


Have we not indeed seen children 


old r.nil wrinkled looking, yet only in 
their trons: And have we not seen 
others cheerful, fresh and compara- 
tively young-looking at sixty and sev- 
enty? 


All Unrighteousness Is Sin. 


At the present time God -'winks" 


at much of the wrong-doing that 
there is in the world. 
He does not 


interfere -with it. But of course ev- 
ery transgression carries with it nat- 
urally more or less of a depiaving In- 
fluence on the transgressor's mind and 
body. The conscience is the most ten- 
der and the most important element of 
our human nature. 
Whoever violates 


it. whoever injures it, much or little, 
will proportionately be disadvantaged 
in the future and will have all the 
more difficulty in rising up gradually 
out of his degradation and weaknesses, 
even with all the helps that will then 
be available. Thus will be fulfilled the 
Scriptural declaration. "Whatsoever a 
man soweth. that also shall be reap." 


With all mankind redeemed there 


will be nothing whatever of the past 
chargeable against any on the books 
of Divine Justice. The great "High 
Priest" by his better sacrifices, will 
have made full satisfaction to the de- 
mands of Justice, but the weaknesses. 
mental, moral and physical, resulting 
from more or less wilful and deliber- 
ate sin. must still be reckoned on. and 
thus every idle word and every idle 
thought, every idle and vicious action 
of the present time, by making its 
m.irk upon the characters of men. is 
providing for corresponding 
difficul- 


ties on their part in that glorious day 
of their opportunity. 


The suggestion of our text is that 


the great Messiah will not temporize. 
for the entire period of His reign, 
with those who do not show a proper 
appreciation of opportunities when 
fully brought in contact with them 
and clearly understanding tbf terms 
of Divine grace. 
But one hundred 


years is quite a considerable period of 
probation and surely every reasonable 
mind will concede that so lonsr a de- 
lay in meeting out the fnll penalty 
of sits. Second Death, manifests the 
extreme limit of reasonable mercy. 


The Church's Triumph Shorter. 


The Church, whose trial is in prog- 


ress during this Gospel Age, receives 
individually a much shorter period of 
probation than our text declares will 
be granted to mankind in the future. 
God's saintly people are expected tc 
develop character and to approve 
themselves to God as "overcomers" 
within a very brief space of life. And 
not only so. but they are required to 
•••walk by faith and not by sight." 
They merely hare God's Word as re- 
spects His Justice and Ix>ve and gra- 
cious plans, white, in the nest Age, 
the world will have the actuality in- 
stead of the pronuise— the world will 
walk by sight. 
"The glory of the 


Lord shall be revealed and all flesh 
shall see it together" (Isaiah xl. 5). 


The world during- Messiah's reign 


will I* privileged t<; wn!k in s high 
vay of liolinwfcs. from which all th* 
Mumbling stones will have Iwen gath- 
ered out. But the overcomers of the 


Churrk HaM are required t* walk to 
the narrow way, •deep, narrow, ng- 
ged. aud be»et with snares of tb* Ad- 
versary.

"Pennsy" Provides soi- Kmergencies 


and Also Schools Its Kmployes 


for- \Voi-k in Case of Accident. 


That any employe or passenger on 


the Pennsylvania raiiroad may re- 
ceive immediate attention in case of 
sickness or accident, the company is 
extending its methods of giving in- 
struction on flrst aid to the injured. 
To this end demonstrations are to 
be given to employes and a circular 
card has been prepared for distribu- 
tion to employes at the lectures de- 
livered by medical examiners of the 
company. 


The prnted instructions that will 
be distributed to all employes of the 
Pennsylvania railroad are entitled, 
"Hints on First Aid to the Injured. ' 
"Keep cool" is the first admonition. 
Employes are then advised to send 
for the nearest physician, after which 
the injured or ili person should be 
placed on a standard stretcher, 
a 


number of which are provided on 
cars, in stations, shops, and other 
places. "Keep the Crowd Away," is 
the next heading on the circular, 
which also warns employes against 
touching open wounds 
with 
their 
hands. 


The "first aid" packet is described 


in the circular. 
It 
contains 
two 


aseptic compresses in oil paper, one 
cambric 
bandage, 
one 
triangular 


bandage and nvo safety pins. 
The 


details of dressing a wound are then 
gone into. Following the general in- 
structions the circular deals with ac- 
cidents and ills which are most fre- 
quent, giving specific and detailed 
instructions for first aid. An import- 
ant part of the first aid v/ork of the 
Pennsylvania lallroad is in instruct- 
ing employes ir; methods for resusci- 
tation from eiec'ric shock. 
The use 


of electricity on the Xew York ini-; 
provement anci the West Jersey & j 
Seashore railroad has made it neces- 
sary to lay stress on this. 


Since the Pennsylvania railroad 


undertook to instruct train, station 
and shop employes in methods of 
giving first aid 'o the injured, prac-
